huaily on the.r rore-head and breaſts, as a 
preſervative againſt evil, and kept it all oyer 
their houſes, particularly in their Bed-chame 
bers and cloſets, cither framed 41n wood or 
ſtore, or painted in colours, There be not» 
withſtanding the deluge of time which ſwal- 
lows up all chings, ſome monuments yet lefe 
among us of the reſpe& which thoſe Chriſti» 
ans then bore both to the reliques and figures 
of their Saints. The very chair of Sc. James 
the Apoſtle and/firſt Biſhap of Jeruſalem, Eu: 
ſebjus in the ſeventh book ot his biftory at- 
teſts, that ic was had in preat eſteem and ve» 
neration in all times, ey-n. to his own days. 
Accorcingly S. Clement in his ix'b book of 
apoſtolical conſticutions gives this general 
reſtinony of chat kind of piety in thofe-pri- 
_ mitive Chriſtians, 74y reps $40 Eu viev iN ml 
acl are aTwa, The very relicks, ſaith he, of 
Saints now living with God re not without 
their veneration. Some remainds chere be al- 
ſo of an apoſtolical Council at Antioch, g4- 
thered our of S, Pamphiſus and Origen, 
wherein caution is given both again'd che 
Jews malice and Gentile idols, by oppohng 
the images of Jelus and his holy to'lowers

he ſhakes and trembles: thus ſpeaks that 
glorious Prelate, The above named Euſe- 
bius ce'ijfies alſo in the ſame bookof his 


| + hiftory, that be ſaw even in his time the 


brazen Scatue of our Lord Jeſus, which was 
ſet up in Paneada in Paleſtin, unto his ho- 
nour by the woman cured by him ot the 
tood flix z ſo notable for miracies, that 

they were ſpoke of all the world*over. 
' This ſtatue of our Lord when Ju'jan che 
apoſtate cauſed it to be thrown down, and 
his own to be ſet up in place thereof, a ' 
ſtrangelgdain fire from beayen conſumed 
alian, as Zozomenus in his 
kk witneſſes. And of the ſame bra- 
rue of Chriſt our Lord write alſo 
__ 
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Theophila&, Damaſcenus LF ſeveral others; 
And here we -may take notice by the way, 
that charicy & devotion ſet up ftatues to our 
Lord,but apoſtaſy & malice pulls them down: 
And whether Dr. Scillingfleet, who buſies 
himſelf ſo much co caſt down the images of 
Jeſus our Lord and his holy followers, would 
refuſe tro have his own ſer up for his great 
pains, either in Guildha!l or Cheapſide, he 
knows beſt himſelf. Truly if chat were 
dene, I do not believe that any of his neigh- 
bours or Countreymen would take him then 
for a calf of Bethel. Of the Images of the 
virgin Mary made by St. Luke there is mich 
fame amongſt the ancient. writers, in patti- 
cular Theodorus, Simeon Metaphraſtes and 
Nicephorus : The laſt of which does alſo 
acreſt in his ſecond book, that the ſaid pte- 
cious relick was catr.ed up and dowirithe 
whole habitable world of Chriſtians, who 
looked npon ir with a moſt greedy and nn- 
ſatisfied devorion, The ſame Nicephorus 
adds moreover, how Conftantius the Son of 


. Conſtantine  trariſlated, the re! cks of Se, 


Luke from Thebes,ot Se Andrew from ,A> 
chaia, and of 'Se,. Timothy from Epheſus, 
unto Conliantinople, with a vaſt concourſe 
and joy of Chr (tian _pzople;-and there 
with all honour and reverential reſpeR,in-

Of another image of Jeſus Chriſt 
made by Nicodemus, which beitrig ignomini- 
ouſly crucified by the Jews wrought mary 
wonderous mir:cies, we have a ſolemn tefti- 
mony of Athanafias cited in the fo-rch 
action of the ſeycnch great Synod. And all 
this ceſtifies that Chriſtians in primitive 
times were affe&ed towards holy piAures 
and relicks as Catholicks are at this day : at 
leaſtnot ſuch haters and vilifiers of them 
as is Dr. Stillingfleer, Nor can I conceiye 
how any of the learned in the Church of 
Rome ſhould be ignorarit of theſe things, 
Nay the very Church of England, which 

this DoRor pretends to defend, hath lately 
put the images of the Apoſtles and Primi- 
tive Saitits into their commofi- prayer-book 
and Primers printed by authority. So that
